March  Milk  Prices  Decline 
Surplus  production  reported  in  most  markets* 

The  average  decline  in  prices  paid  producers  for  milk  for  city  distribution/ was 
280  per  cwt.  below  the  February  price.    The  decrease  was  largest  in  the  East  South 
Central  section  amounting  to  about  82 <p  per  cw£. 

Retail  prices  came  down  with  the  wholesale  and  averaged  about  1^  per  quart. 
The  sales  by  dealers  showed  a  trifle  increase  over  the  previous  month.     In  most  mar- 
kets there  was  reported  a  large  surplus  production  due  principally  to  mil^  weather 
and  favorable  conditions*
